Miss Bernard's position makes her the immediate official 
protector of the Indians in her state and she is supported in 
lier startling charges by Mr. Cato Sell", commissioner of In­ 
dian affairs. 
Strongly aroused to protect the ignorant and helpless In­ 
dian heirs, Miss Bernard announces that she is “ in this fight 
to the finish” and calls upon the people of the United States 
to stand by her when “ the crookedness that lias been going on 
in Oklahoma will he brought to the attention of Congress by 
Commissioner Sells in a special report.” 
Miss Bernard says that “ two hundred millions is a low 
estimate of the money prize at stake and the sue (’ess of the plot 
means misery and poverty for 10,000 Indian mothers and the 
unborn babes of coming generations.

To Galen is ascribed the belief that 
the brain was the scat of the rational 
soul, the heart the location of courage 
and fear, and the liver that of love. 
This distribution of the element of per­ 
sonality over the physical body finds 
Its expression in the common speech of 
today, particularly in relation to the 
heart, which is widely accepted by the 
popular mind as the source of the more 
tender emotions.

thus provided influences profoundly its 
condition and action, but acuteness or 
dullness of sense, quickness or slowness 
of action, temperamental traits, such 
as a gloomy or bright disposition, in­ 
capacity, shiftlessness, honesty, thrifti­ 
ness or sweetness, are all, strictly 
speaking, functions of the nervous or­ 
gans. 
Although only the higher animals 
can be said to possess personality in 
this sense, traces of it occur in the 
lower forms, and its evolution is in­ 
dissolubly connected with that of the 
nervous system.—Professor G. II. Par­ 
ker in Popular Science Monthly.

Curious Shaped M on#/ In Use on the 
W est Coast of Africa. 
Among the strangest coins In tho 
world are those used Iii certain out of 
the way towns and villages in south 
west Nigeria, on the west const of Af 
rica. and called “manillas.” 
In shape they resemble a horseshoe 
with the two extremities flattened out 
like a camel's foot. 
Being made of 
solid copper, three-eighths of nu inch 
thick, they weigh over eight ounces 
each. In “face value” seven of these 
queer coins are equivalent to one qunr 
ter, so that a dollar's worth would bl­ 
an uncomfortably heavy load. 
Not only are these “manillas” used 
among the natives, but white trader * 
accept them as legal tender for good 
sold at the various stores. At one time 
this strangely shaped money had quite 
a circulation in certain part# of the 
coast, but its use Is now restricted to 
a few bush towns and one or two of 
the smaller seaboard places, Including 
Bonny, Brass and Akassa. 
“Manillas” are now very difficult to 
obtain, and curio collectors value them 
not solely by reason of their scarcity, 
but because of the novel serviette rings 
they make when silver plated.—Wide 
World Magazine.

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The effect of tho motion picture 
upon the mind of the child, especial­ 
ly during the period of adolescence, 
is a m atter of the keenest concern 
to the censoring committees of the 
National Board of Censorship.

Dr. Albert Shills, of the New York 
Department of Education, speaking on 
this point said:

tures as good as our own. 
This is 
due largely to the work of the Na 
tional Board of Censorship, a body 
which practically saved the art from 
those whose ideals expressed them ­ 
selves in poor pictures, 
"An investigation carried on in one 
city showed that out of 748 school chil­ 
dren, 41 per cent, of them preferred 
educational nims, SO per cent, dramas, 
27 per cent, comedies, and just 2 per 
cent, crime. 
Out of 3,000 children 
more than half attended a theatre 
once a week or oftener.

The effect of the motion picture 
upon the mind of the child, especial­ 
ly during the period of adolescence, 
s a m atter of the keenest concern 
to the censoring committees of the 
National Board of Censorship. 
They 
realize that “the child of today is 
the man of tomorrow” and that upon 
the moral and educational influences 
that surround the child largely de­ 
pends the "m aking” of the man. 
Dr. Albert Shiels, of the New York 
Department of Education, speaking on 
this point said: 
"We have made wonderful atrldes 
in clean pictures. 
There is no coun­ 
try In the world that, from the moral 
standpoint, exhibits a grade of pic­ 
tures as good as our own. 
This is 
due largely to the work of the Na 
tlonal Board of Censorship, a body 
which practically saved the art from 
those whose Ideals expressed them ­ 
selves in poor pictures. 
"An investigation carried on in one 
city showed that out of 748 school chil­ 
dren, 41 per cent, of them preferred 
educational films, 30 per cent, dramas, 
27 per cent, comedies, and just 2 per 
cent, crime. 
Out of 3,000 children 
more than half attended a theatre 
once a week or oftener. 
Only IO per 
cent, did not attend any.

away, members of both houses began 
flocking to Washington. 
On the house side the committee on 
appropriations and naval affairs spent 
a busy day. Democratic members gen­ 
erally sounded as the keynote of the 
session the hope that all necessary 
business would be concluded by March 
4, so that an extra session to usher in 
the 
newly-elected 
Sixty-fourth 
con­ 
gress before December would be un­ 
necessary. 
The president’s message 
will be read Tuesday. 
Appropriations for the bureau of 
navigation 
were considered 
by the 
naval affairs committee, members of 
the committee expressing the opinion 
that it would be some time before the 
fight over increasing the naval pro 
gram would be reached. 
Estimates 
from 
the departments 
are 
eagerly 
awaited by other appropriation com­ 
mittees. 
As to a definite legislative program 
there has been no decision as yet, but 
it is certain that several conservation 
measures, including the general water 
power and land leasing bills, are to be 
pressed. 
Hearings on these bills be­ 
fore the senate public lands commit 
tee already have been set for Dec. 9 
and 16, respectively. 
Senator Myers, 
chairman of the committee, said he 
expected the hearings would be con 
eluded within two weeks and that the 
billa, with amendments, would be re 
ported to the senate early in January, 
Senator Kern, the majority leader, 
said he hoped to talk with President 
Wilson during the week concerning 
the legislative program. 
A subcommittee of the house ap­

concluded 
hearings on the legislative, executive 
and judicial appropriation bill, the 
first of the big supply measures. 
Di­ 
rector of the Census Harris, Postmas­ 
ter General Burleson and Secretary 
of Labor Wilson discussed estimates 
for appropriations to be carried in 
tbe bill.

A counterfeit half 
dollar was paid in by one of tile stu­ 
dents who had received it in change. 
This matter was reported to the First

Smith but no more of the coins ap­ 
peared for some time. 
"Another coin of the same denom­ 
ination was received at 
the 
High 
school during some collection, which 
was evidently a good counterfeit, as 


it was somewhat lighter In weight 
than it should have been although it 
seemed perfect in every other respect. 
“ A few days ago a certain bank re 
eelved two or three bad coins of de 
nominations less than a dollar. 
An 
other bank received a bad dollar from 
a customer Saturday evening. 
This 
counterfeit was easily detected as It 
was heavier than the regular dollar 
and a poor imitation. 
Some of the banks have not re­ 
ceived any bad coins as yet, although 
they are all on the look out for them 
as there seems to be plenty of them 
in this city.

During one of the numerous wars 
waged by France two centuries ago a 
strange scene took place near Baluzzo, 
a disputed outpost, which well illus­ 
trates the religious spirit which often 
prevailed among the soldiers of earlier 
times. 
The French approached the besieg­ 
ers' lines, and boti) armies were ar 
ranged for a conflict. The sun shone 
from a cloudless sky; every detail on 
each array in the field was visible to 
the other, and both were beheld at 
once from tile citadel,. 
There were three French marshals 
present, and it was Behorn berg’s turn 
to command. 
He drew up his 20,000 
men in four lines, with skirmishers In 
front, and the regular cavalry were 
placed at stated Intervals, ready to 
charge. 
In this impressive order and In abso 
lute silence the French advanced antu 
nearly within cannon shot, when at a 
signal tile army was halted and simul­ 
taneously knelt down to pray. Then 
followed the order to attack, which 
wa* silently and cheerfully obeyed.

kctry. suddenly apl va red. rode at a 
gallop between tile armies aud stayed 
the incipient fight by bringing accept 
able terms of peace.
